Attention Farm Families-An Important Program 

Farming is the most hazardous occuptaion in the U.S. Each 
year here in our county we have several farm accidents and very 
unfortunately some of the accidents result in death. The Bittinger 
Volunteer Fire Company is presenting a program on “Farm 
Accidents” on Thursday, July 12 at 7:00 p.m. at the Bittinger Fire 
Hall and Community Building. Tip Yaste of the Bittinger Fire 
Company says ‘‘This program is of excellent quality and designed 
to alert people to the danger and complexity of modern ag- 
ricultural equipment.” I know this is a busy time of the year but I 
urge you to attend. During the presentation many actual farm in- 
juries are shown and the emergency care and rescue procedures 
need discussed. 

European Corn Borer 

This is the start of the time of year we can expect the Corn 
Borer. Symptoms: ‘‘Someone’s been shooting birdshot at this 
Corn."’ This insect declares war on the whole plant. There are 
normally two generations of European Corn Borer you have to 
worry about. Each causes different damages. Larvae of the first 
generation feed on the leaves and cause ‘‘Shot hole’’ damage to 
plants. Borers enter the mid-rib and may cause leaves to break. 
Mature larvae later burrow into the stalk causing disruption of 
moisture and nutrient transportation in the plant. Second 
generation larvae bore into and feed on stalks, tassels and ear 
shanks as well as leaf collars and developing kernels. This 
reduces dry matter production and causes broken stalks and 
dropped ears. Some of the insecticides that you can use are: Sevin 
80S, Furadan 15G, Lorsban, Diazinon, Pydrin, Dyfonte, Penncap- 
M, Thimet 15G. Make sure you follow directions on the label. If 
you need my help give me a call.

Using Up Toxaphene 

Most uses of toxaphene, as you remember, were cancelled as 
of December 31, 1983. Although toxaphene can no longer be 
purchased for those uses, farmers who still have some toxaphene 
on hand may use it up according to the directions on the label 
through December 31, 1986. After that date, it will be illegal to 
apply toxaphene, and remaining stocks will have to be disposed of 
according to EPA guidelines. Therefore, it makes sense to use up 
any leftover toxaphene you may have, according to label 
directions, before the end of the 1986 field season.

Acreage Planted 
Up From 1983 


The acreage of most crops 
planted in Maryland for harvest 
in 1984 increased from last 
year’s planted acreage which 
was reduced by the PIK pro 
gram. 

Corn acreage planted, at 
685,000 acres, is up five percent 
from the 1983 acreage. Corn in- 
tended for harvest as grain, at 
590,000 acres, is up eight per- 
cent. 

The State’s farmer 
record 435,000 acres of soybeans 
in 1984, up 16 percent from last 
year and four percent above the 
previous record set in 1982 

Winter wheat seeded last fall 
totaled 147,000 acres, up one 
percent from 1983. The amount 
to be harvested for grain is up 
three percent from last year to 
135,000 acres. 

Barley planted last fall and 
this spring totaled 108,000 acres

Garrett and Allegany Com- 
munity Colleges had the lowest 
average salaries among the 
state's public two-year colleges, 
according to figures from the 
new community college plan. 

The State Board for Com- 
munity Colleges, Annapolis, re- 
cently completed the 11th state 
plan which serves ‘‘as a source 
of current information and a 
guide to future activities for the 
community colleges.”’ 

The plan lists characteristics 
of full-time faculty members at 
the 17 community colleges as of 
September 30, 1983. Median 
salary for all faculty members 
statewide was $27,972. The top 
average salary was the $32,247 
earned by the 238 full-time 
faculty people at Prince 
George’s Community College 
Montgomery County College 
Was second as its Jo 
averaged $31,49 

The 22 full-time professors at 


Garrett had the lowest salary 
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average with $18,7 
by Allegany with 
salary for } 
$20,160 

The average at Garrett 
youngest in the state. 
Statewide median age is 43. 

There is five percent minority 
faculty on campus, 32 percent of

Bambacus Wants 
\pproval Of Youth 


Employment Act 


Oo ine 


Citing July and August as 
peak employment months for 
youth, State Senator John N 
Bambacus (R-Allegany, Gar- 
rett) has called for Congres- 
sional approval of the federal 
Youth Employment Oppor- 
tunity Wage Act. The Depart- 
ment of Labor estimates that 
the act would create over 
400,000 jobs for youth in the 
marketplace today 

The Youth Employment 
Opportunity Act would allow 
employers to pay youths under 
20 years of age an hourly rate of 
$2.50 from May 1 through Sep- 
tember 30 only. According to 
Bambacus, an important 
feature of the act prohibit 
employers from hiring youths 
to replace current employee 

‘Employers who discharge, 
transfer or demote workers for 
the purpose of hiring eligible 
youth during the summer 
months are subject to civil and 
criminal penalties,’’ Bambacu 
noted. Penalties include a 
$10,000 fine, 6 months in prison, 
and payment of back wage 

The proposed legislation was 
introduced in the U.S. Senate by 
Senator Charles Percy (R-Ill.) 
and in the House of 
Representatives by Congress 
man Ron Packard (R-Cal.) 

“Despite the drop in the 
nation’s unemployment rate, al- 
most a million and a half teen- 
age youths remain out of 
work,’’ Bambacus commented 
“This proposal offers a viable 
way for Congress to encourage 
a free-enterprise solution to the 
nenhiom The Art would cive 
the employer incentive to hire 
the unskilled youth at a reduced 
wage and at the same time give 
the youth the opportunity to 
learn a Valuable skill

Man Undergoing 
Rabies Shots After 
Dog Bite Friday 


A Fairview Road man began 
the series of post-exposure 
rabies vaccine yesterday after 
being bitten by a dog along 
Fairview Road last Friday.

Many people do not realize 
how dangerous periods of high 
temperature and high humidity 
can be. Hot weather can place a 
jangerous strain on the body, 
especially the heart. It can 
make you sick, or even kill you, 
and often the victims are elder- 
ly 

Heat stress is of particular 
importance in the 
summer—high temperatures 
occur and proper cooling is not 
always possible, either due to 
unavailability or high cost. 
However, by being aware of the 


ticularly when the humidity is 
high. Crowded living conditions 
and a sudden in 
temperature also increases the 
danger. However, it doesn’t 
take a ‘‘killer’’ heat wave to kill 
you—if you are feeling hot and 
uncomfortable, take steps to 
avoid heat stress. 

Heat stress can cause both 
physical and mental changes. 
Among these are the hot and un- 
comfortable feeling that comes 
with heat, a lack of energy, loss 
of appetite. Other signs that are

air. In the heat, light weight- 
loose fitting clothing is more 
comfortable. Hats or umbrellas 
also are effective for protecting 
the head and neck 

In hot weather, your body 
needs more water. Drink often 
and in reasonable amounts. 
Also watch what you eat; avoid 
hot foods and heavy meals. Use 
your stove less, cook your 
meals during the cooler part of 
the day. The avoidance of 
alcohol and excess salt is also 
recommended. 

Another way to keep cool is to 
slow down your physical ac- 
tivity, especially at the be- 
ginning of hot weather when 
your body is less prepared for 
the heat. Physical activity pro- 
duces body heat. 

Heat stress can affect almost 
anyone, but especially the 
elderly. Your chances of getting 
sick in hot weather are also in- 
creased by a weak or damaged 
heart, hypertension, circulation 
problems, diabetes, obesity, a 
previous stroke, infection or 
fever, diarrhea, consumption of 
alcoholic beverages, sunburn or 
any skin diseases which may re- 
duce sweating

Child Protection 
Review Panel 
Created Recently 


The appointment of a Child 
Protection Review Panel has 
been announced by Frank 
Farrow, executive director of 
the Social Services Administra- 
tion, Maryland Department of 
Human Resources. 

The purpose of the panel will 
be: 

1. to conduct a comprehen- 
sive review of all state policies 
and procedures designed to pre- 
vent abuse of children who are 
receiving care in state-funded 
day care centers, day care 
homes, foster homes and resi- 
dential child care facilities; 

2. to recommend a structure 
for ensuring that any report of 
abuse in such out-of-home 
placements will be handled 
aggressively and consistently 
throughout the state; and 

3. to make recommendations 
for additional actions which 
state agencies can take to pro- 
tect children receiving care in 
these settings against the possi- 
bility of abuse. Such protections 
could include new policies in the 
selection and licensing of pro- 
viders, the training of pro 
viders, and the supervision and 
monitoring of care provided 
children, as well as preventive 
education programs for both 
parents and children. 

Membership on the review 
panel will include representa- 
tives from: the Maryland 
Departments of Education, and

“We are confident that the 
great majority of day care 
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centers, day care homes and 
foster homes are providing high 
quality care,’’ Farrow said. 
“We know for the most part 
providers are very vigilant in 
guarding against child abuse, 
including sexual abuse,’’ he 
continued. ‘However, this is an 
area in which it is not possible 
to be too careful. We have 
learned from the experiences of 
other states that it is important 
to take the initiative in this 
area. We believe that it requires 
a special intensive review of our 
policies and procedures to en- 
sure that we are doing every- 
thing possible to reduce, and 
hopefully to eliminate, the po- 
tential for abuse in any facility 
in which we place the children 
entrusted to our care,” he 
a d 

Commenting on the appoint- 
ment of the panel, Ruth 
Massinga, Maryland Secretary 
of Human Resources, said,

Officials To Make 
Sediment Decision 


County officials have until 
April 1985 to decide whether 
they wish to give up the re 
sponsibility for enforcement of 
sediment and erosion control to 
the state 

John Reckner, local director 
for the Agricultural Stablization 
and Conservation Service 
(ASCS), told the county com- 
missioners Tuesday during the 
staff meeting that the sediment 
and erosion control program 
and the stormwater manage- 
ment program are so closely 
interrelated that the two should 
remain under county control. 

If the county commissioners 
decide to continue to direct the 
sediment and erosion control 
program, they must be pre- 
pared to prove to the state that 
they have an effective and 
legitimate plan and that they 
can enforce the regulations. 

The commissioners are en- 
couraged by Reckner and other 
officials such as members of the 
Stormwater Management com- 
mittee to give the newly-ap- 
pointed stormwater manager 
the responsiblity for the sedi- 
ment and erosion control 
Justin Thorne has accepted the 
stormwater management po- 
sition, 

The state has agreed to pro- 
vide funds to local jurisdictions 
so that they can meet their obli-

gation to establish a storm- 
water management program. 
The Maryland General As- 
sembly has funded a $1.7 
million grant-in-aid program, to 
be administered by the Water 
Resources Administration, to 
provide the assistance which 
can take the form of salaries for 
stormwater managers who 
must inspect and enforce proj- 
ects and enforce the regu- 
lations. It is uncertain how 
much this county may quailfy 
for. 

Environmental goals of both 
the state and local stormwater 
mangement programs are to re 
duce stream channel erosion, 
pollution carried by runoff, 
local flooding and the adverse 
impacts resulting from develop- 
ment. 

In order for a county or mu- 
nicipality to be eligible for the 
grant-in-aid funds, the local 
jurisdictions must have a Water 
Resoucces-approved storm- 
water management program 
and ordinance. Such programs 
were mandated by the General 
Assembly in 1983, to become 
ettective tnis past July. 

The state sediment control 
law provides that prior to any 
grading, clearing, transportiny 
or other earth disturbance, an 
erosion and sediment control 
plan must be approved by the 
appropriate soil conservation 
district of the Department of 
Natural Resources.

Bees 

It is common this time of the year to have unprovoked 
stinging by honey bees in the fields. While most people react 
normally to bee stings with some swelling and itching, 1% of the 
population is allergic to bee stings and experience dizziness, 
difficulty in breathing, and in extreme untreated cases, death. It 
is highly unlikely that these bee attacks are caused by the Africa 
bees which are steadily moving northward from South America. 
Instead, the aggressive tendency of honey bees at this time of the 
season can be attributed to the following: There is a lack of nectar 
from July through the fall and honey bees become irritable 
because they are not making honey. Many bees are flying 
aimlessly searching for nectar sources and returning empty. 
Colonies put out for pollination are usually in a long row in the 
middle of a field with few distinguishing land marks that allow 
bees to orient back to their own hive. Bees that attempt to enter a 
hive that is not theirs are run away by the bees that occupy the 
hive. These bees become even more irritable and are likely to 
sting people or animals as much as 150 yards from where the 
hives are located 

There are several things you can do to help this situation 
1) Provide a nearby water source for the bees. Almost any kind of 
conta iner will do. Put sticks in the water so the bees won’t drown. 
2) Place the colonies in different patterns with some entrances at 
90° angles to one another. Break up the long lines of hives anyway 
you can so bees will find their own hives more easily. 3) Take 
care not to bump the hives with any farm equipment and don’t let 
anyone throw things at the hives. This makes the bees extremely 
aggressive. 4) Have an Epi-pen" available in case someone has 
difficulty breathing aft er being stung. The Epi-pen® is simply 
pressed to the skin and a dose of epiphenerin is injected into the 
person. Administering this requires no skill, but read the 
instructions before hand and make sure everyone knows where it 
is kept. Then take the victim to a doctor or hospital in case further 
treatment is needed. The Epi-Pen" is available by prescription 
only

A new Veterans Adminis 
tration study shows that more 
than one-third of the 
living former prisoners of war 
are now receiving VA disability 
compensation payments. The 
VA says claims have increased 
by more than 30 percent since 
the agency began intensive 
POW outreach in October 1981 

The study, presented to a re- 
cent meeting of the VA’s Ad- 
visory Committee on Former 
Prisoners of War, summarizes 
the results of physical exami- 
nations conducted among some 
12,000 POWs who sought dis- 
ability ratings or increases 
since enactment of special POW 
legislation in 1981. The vast ma- 
jority of the claims—nearly 
8,000—were filed by World War 
II veterans with European 
Theater Service 

The Committee, formed in 
1982, provides the VA Adminis- 
trator with recommendations 
concerning the delivery of 
health care and other benefits

POWs. The 12-member com- 
mittee is chaired by retired Air 


Force Lt. Gen. John P. Flynn, a 
prisoner of North Vietnam for 
92 years.

To Increase Diary men’s Incomes 


Forty Maryland dairy farms 
are being selected to partici- 
pate in a two-year demonstra- 
tion project to show producers 
how they can increase annual 
income as much as $200 per 
cow 

The dairy management pilot 
program is another part of a 

’ Profitable and Efficient Pro 
; duction (PEP) three-year edu- 
cational endeavor of the Uni- 
: versity of Maryland’s Cooper- 
ative Extension Service 

Phase IT of the PEP program 
was begun early this year with 
a statewide educational cam- 
paign which concentrated on 
milk quality and mastitis con- 
trol in dairy cows. That effort 
used closed-circuit television 
a.id conference telephone hook- 
ups to reach 650 persons from 
350 dairy farms gathered at 22 
locations in a 
meetings. 

The dairy management 
demonstration project will get 
underway about October 1, 
according to Dr. Robert R. 
Peters, an Extension dairy 
science specialist at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland in College 
Park 

First item on the agenda will 
be a complete herd survey of 
all participating farms. 
Management practices in 
mastitis control, nutrition, 
reproduction, herd health, crop- 
ping, and record-keeping will be 
investigated 

As information for each farm 
is compiled, a team of Ex- 
tension specialists at College 
Park will prepare a set of writ- 
ten recommendations. This 
team will include expertise in 
the areas of animal science, 
veterinary medicine, agri- 
cultural engineering and 
agronomy crop production). 
Copies of the recommendations 
will be appropriate 
county Extension agents, 
veterinarians, dairy co-op field- 
men and milking equipment

At least one member of the 
Extension specialists team will 
visit each participating farm,

labor and delivery and how to 
avoid the fear-tension-pain 
cycle. This course offers re- 
laxation techniques found in a 
combination of Lamaze and 
Kitzinger techniques, as well as 
breathing and comfort tools and 
information on medications 
used during labor and delivery, 
and emphasizes the role of a 
labor coach. 

A coach can be any relative or 
friend of the expectant mother, 
but fathers are encouraged to 
participate if at all possible. 
Many grandmothers-to-be have 
participated as coaches.
